Editorial of the Week 


The Japanese elections have resulted basic­ 


ally in a confirmation of the course on which 


the caretaker government of Premier Hato- 


yama was already, though tentatively, em­ 


barked. 
His democratic pa^ty new has a 


mandate though not en outright majority 


Apart from domestic issues, which were im­ 


portant, the voting affected three questions 


of consequence to the outside world— general 


relations with the United States, possible re­ 


creation of a Japanese crmy, and the direc­ 


tion ot trade emphasis in A'ia. 


As to attitudes toward America, the two 


conservative parties, Democrats and Liberals, 


which favor cooperation, hold more than 


three-fifths of the seats. 
The Socialists, who 


ore neutralist, hold the bulk of the rest. The 


Communists hove only two members in a 


house of 467. 


On the score of rearmament, however, which 


is desired by American advisors, the Socialist 


bloc, in two wing*-. Is large enough to prevent 


an amendment of the post-war Japanese 


constitution to permit establishment of a 


national army. 


W ith regard to trade policies, the Liberty 


party, which fell from leadership with former 


Premier Yoshida, pinned its hopes on develop­ 


ment c * adequate Japanese markets in South­ 


east Asia. 
The Democrats, under Matoyama, 


are exploring possibilities of trade with Com­ 


munist China, though with no wish to forfeit 


Western friendship. 


Atlhough an American-favored rearma­ 


ment policy was blocked on the same day it 


was being advanced in Germany, the disposi­ 


tion to work with the United States and the 


West still is high. 
And Americans might 


notice one sgnificont expression of democ­ 


racy. 
More than 75 per cent of eligible 


Japanese voters voted — Christian Science

INSECTS DO BIG DAMAGE. 


Insects doing the most damage 
I to Texas crop* last year were the 
cotton bollworm—also known ss 
I cora earworm and tomato frult- 
worm—grasshopper* and boll wee- 
I vils. Watch for them in 1955; all 
are bad actors. 


Hamli nares farmers and ranch­ 
er* are reminded by the Califom o 
Creek Soil Conservation District 
leaders that spring gras*; planting 
time is here again. 
There are many diverted crop 
land acres which could be plant­ 
ed in grass. The following bene­ 
fits can be derived from perm* 
nent grass: (I) It provides sup­ 
plemental grazing 
through the 
summer months; 
(2) 
provider, 
rest for native pastures through 
growing 
season; 
(3) 
improves 
condition of the soil; 
(4) does 
away with reseeding sudan every 
year. 
King Ranch bluestem is * grass 
well adapted to the climate and 
all soils in the area except deep 
sand. 
The best time for planting 
is during the months of April and 
May. 
The planting rate will de­ 
pend on quality of seed used. 
Plant two to three pounds of good 
quality unhulled seed in rows. 
The farmer may use his own 
planting equipment provided cer­ 
tain minimum requirements are 
met. The best luck to be obtain­ 
ed from seeding KR is to plant 
on the surface under protection of 
feed stubble. 
California Creek Soil Conserva­ 
tion District has a grass seed 
drill which has proven to be very 
successful, 
t Plants in 36-inch 
rows. 
By planting grass In rows 
it can be cultivated to remove 
weed competition when seedlings 
are young. 
Planting should be 
done on a clean, firm seedbed. 
Weeds should be controlled until 
the plants become well establish 
ed. 
The plants should be cult! 
vated the first and second year 
If the plant growth is slow, do 
not graze it the first year. 
Blue panic is sn excellent grass 


for hay and grazing. 
It is well 
Adapted to this climate and soil. 
The time moat suitable for plant­ 
ing is the late spring during the 
months of May and June. A good 
stand may be obtained by plant­ 
ing one to two pounds of seed 
per acre. 
The best method of 
planting is in rows with district 
owner planter or by modifying 
your own equipment. 
Blue panic 
should be planted down in the 
furrow with no cover.

Carries Responsibilities, Says Roaper 


Another all-time high for school 
students has been established by 
the Hamlin Consolidated Inde­ 
pendent School District in tabula­ 
tions just released by Superintend­ 
ent I. R. Huchingson’s office as 
the 1955 enumeration is being 
rounded out. 
Total of 1,109 scholastics had 
been counted in the preliminary 
check, which represents a gain 
of 39 over last year * 1,070. 
Breakdown of the enumeration 
showed that 207 white children 
were added to the lists of eligible 
students in the district and 26 col- 
need students are new. These fig­ 
ures are offset, of course, by the 
losses that will result from grad­ 
uation and withdrawals through 
removal from the district 
and 
other reasons. 
Eighty-eight six-year-olds were 
included in the new tabulations, 


Motorists cf the Hamlin arca 
were being quized this week by 
a traffic expert through a release 
to The Herald.

‘There’s nothing on the statute 
books or on a driver’s lirerse that 
refers to the right to drive," Roap­ 
er said. 
"The privilege of driving 
a car is given to the citizen and 
he is expected to accept the re­ 
sponsibility it entails.”

Huchingson points out that the 
facilities for handling the students 
are becoming more 
and 
more 
crowded. 


Roaper said that in its broadest 
sense such responsibility means 
the driver's responsibility for his 
own safety and the safety of ev­ 
eryone else who uses the public 
thoroughfa- es. 
‘This, of course, includes obey­ 
ing all traffic laws 
and ordi 
nances,” he said, "because traffic 
laws, which are based on a com­ 
bination of experience and com 
mon sense, are made for the pro­ 
tection of the public.” 


Roaper reminded persons who 
are in the habit of taking traffic 
laws lightly that such an attitude 
is bound to get them in trouble 
He said that traffic law violators 
constantly expose themselves to 
the possibility of losing their Ii 
censes, being fined or jailed, or 
becoming involved in fatal a 'ri 
dents. 
"Even without the threat of 
these serious consequences,” Roap 
er said, "the trustw orthy citizen 
should be willing to accept his re 
sponsibility to drive safely at all 
times.” 
Roaper reminded every driver 
to do his share to make the know- 
and-obey traffic laws progam a 
success. 
He believes that if each 
individual accepts his responsi­ 
bility for his own safety and far 
the safety of all he meets in traffic 
the Texas traffic accident toll can 
be cut drastically.

Tile amended act also provides 
for I he preservation of the bene­ 
fit rights because of an extended 
peio% of no earnings due to total 
and prolonged disability. 
To be 
eligible for a "disability freeze” a 
worker must have acquired 
at 
least five years of covered work 
out of the last IO years before the 
disability began, of which at least 
one and one-half years must have 
been in the three-year petiod be­ 
fore his disability occurred. 
The disability must be medical­ 
ly determined by the state voca­ 
tional 
rehabilitation 
agency 
or 
appropriate state agency by agree­ 
ment with the secretary of the 
U. S. Department of Health, Edu 
cation and Welfare. 
Tuley emphasized that this pro 
vision will not pay cash benefits 
during disability, before the work 
er attains age 65, but may serve 
to increase the benefits payable 


after 65. The disability must have 
lasted at least six months before 
action can be taken to establish 
the period of the disability. 
While a period of disability endt 
for social security purposes at age 
65, Tuley pointed out that disabled 
persons already over that age and 
now getting benefit payments may 
have their benefits refigured te 
exclude that portion of their pe­ 
riods of disability which occurred 
before age 65, lf they meet the 
requirements 
given 
above. 
In­ 
creases in benefits under the dis­ 
ability provision become effective 
after June, 1955.

Mental disorders today repre­ 
sent a major public health prob­ 
lem. 
Nearly 
50 per cent of a1’* 
hospital beds are occupied by pa­ 
tients with mental diseases, de­ 
ciares Dr Henry A. Holle, state 
health officer. 
But it is estimated that in 
addition to these, at least one in 
IO in the general population is 
suffering from an emotional ill­ 
ness sufficiently disabling to in­ 
terfere with work and family life- 
Both severe and minor mental 
illness appear to stem from or­ 
ganic causes, psychological causes 
or a combination of the two. 
Much progress has been made 
In reducing the amount of mental 
illness due to organic disorders. 
At one time IO per cent of the 
mental hospital beds in the South 
were occnupied by patients whose 
mental illness was due to pellagra. 
Today, with improved underst and 
ing of nutrition, such cases are 
almost unknown. 
Fifteen years ego, a large num­ 
ber of mental hospital patients 
suffered from "general paresis 
or central nervous system sy p h i­ 
lis. 
Today, due to strides made 
in* control and prevention of sy­ 
philis, less than two per cent of 
mental hospital 
admissions 
are 
patients with general paresis. 
Only since World W ar II have 
extensive efforts been made in 
prevention of mental illness due 
primarily to psychological factors. 
Much additional research is need­ 
ed here, as well as with organic 
factors. 
However, 
recent 
studies 
are 
building up increasing evidence 
that early childhood experiences 
are of vast significance in mental 
health. 
Children need consistent, 
warm mothering, especially- during 
their first three years of life. And 
in our high-speed modern society, 
they need guidance in the-'home 
and in building healthy reactance 
handle their feelings effectively 
and in fuddling healthy resistance 
to pressures of daily living. 
Just as attention is needed to 
building strong bodies in children 
so is attention needed to building 
sound minds.

The farmer may use his own 
planting equipment provided cer­ 
tain minimum requirements are 
met. 
The best luck to be obtain 
ed from seeding KR is to plant 
on the surface under protection of 
feed stubble. 
California Creek Soil Conserva­ 
tion District has a grass seed 
drill which has proven to be very 
successful, 
t Plants in 36-inch 
rows. 
By planting grass in rows 
it can be cultivated to remove 
weed competition when seedlings 
are young. 
Planting should be 
done on a clean, firm seedbed 
Weeds should be controlled until 
the plants become well establish­ 
ed. 
The plants should be culti­ 
vated the first and second year. 
If the plant growth is slow, do 
not graze it the first year 
Blue panic is an excellent grass

The time most suitable for plant­ 
ing is the late spring during the I 
months of May and June.

Another all-time high for school 
students has been established by 
the Hamlin Consolidated Inde­ 
pendent School District in tabula­ 
tions just released by Superintend­ 
ent I. R. Huchingson’s office as 
the 1955 enumeration is being 
rounded out. 
Total of 1,109 scholastics had 
been counted in the preliminary 
chf’ck, which represents a gain 
of 39 over last year’s 1,070. 
Breakdown of the enumeration 
showed that 207 white children 
were added to the lists of eligible 
students in the district and 26 col­ 
ored students are new’. These fig­ 
ures are offset, of course, by the 
losses that will result from grad­ 
uation and withdrawals through 
removal from the district 
and 
other reasons. 
Eighty-eight six-year-olds were 
included in the new tabulations,

“The privilege of driving 
a car is given to the citizen and 
he is expected to accept the re­ 
sponsibility it entails.”

Roaper said that in its broadest 
sense such responsibility means 
the driver’s responsibility for his 
own safety and tho safety of ev 
eryone else who uses the public 
thorough Ca' cs. 
‘This, of course, includes obey­ 
ing all traffic laws 
and ordi 
nances,” he said, “because traffic 
laws, which are based on a com­ 
bination of experience and com 
mon sense, are made for the pro­ 
tection of the public.” 


Roaper reminded persons who 
are in the habit of taking traffic 
laws lightly that such an attitude 
is bound to get them in trouble. 
He said that traffic law violators 
constantly expose themselves to 
the possibility of losing their li­ 
censes, being fined or jailed, or 
becoming involved iii fatal 
dents. 
“Even without the threat of 
these serious consequences,” Reap­ 
er said, “the trustw orthy citizen 
should be willing to accept his re 
sponsibility to drive safely at all 
times.” 
Roaper reminded every driver 
to do his share to make the know- 
and-obey traffic laws progam a 
success. 
He believes that if each 
individual 
accepts his responsi­ 
bility for his own safety and far 
the safety of all he meets in traffic 
the Texas traffic accident toll can 
be cut drastically.

peion of no earnings due to total 
and prolonged disability. 
To be 
eligible for a “disability freeze” a 
worker must have acquired 
at 
least five years of covered work 
out of the last IO years before the 
disability began, of which at least 
one and one-half years must have 
been in the three-year period be 
fore his disability occurred. 
The disability must be medical­ 
ly determined by the state voca­ 
tional 
rehabilitation 
agency 
or 
appropriate state agency by agree 
ment with the secretary of the 
U. S. Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare. 
Tuley emphasized that this pro­ 
vision will not pay cash benefits 
during disability, before the work 
er attains age 65, but may serve 
to increase the benelits payable 


after 65. The disability must hava 
lasted at least six months befor* 
action can be taken to establish 
•he period of the disability. 
While a period of disability ends 
for social security purposes at aga 
65, Tuley pointed out that disabled 
persons already over that age and 
now getting benefit payments may 
have their benefits refigured to 
exclude that portion of their pe­ 
riods of disability which occurred 
before age 65, if they meet th# 
requirements

above.

Cut-down levies on beer deal­ 
ers' licenses voted by the House 
was accepted, but, in deference to 
strong group demands, $1 por 
barrel tax on beer was added.

gas 
production 
tax 
would be frozen at its present 
nine-cent level. 
By present law, 
It would drop to eight cents in 
September and seven cents after 
September I, 1956. 
As the bill stood when the 
House refused passage, it would 
raise $40,500,000 a year. 
Vari­ 
ous changes proposed in the sec­ 
ond compromise would push it up 
to $50,000,000 a year, thus reach­ 
ing the $100,000,000 about which 
members talked. 
There still is talk of a special 
session, should the regular ses­

While the House walked around 
the tax issue, a number of non­ 
controversial bills were passed.

Last week’s picture of the mys­ 
tery farm, No. 14 in the series 
being printed in The Herald as 
an interest teature, was correctly 
identified first by E. B. H o p p e r 
of Hamlin as the Cassie stock 
farm, located a mile east of Ham­ 
lin.

Mental disorders today repre­ 
sent a m ajor public health prob­ 
lem. 
Nearly 
50 per cent of all 
hospital beds are occupied by pa­ 
tients with mental diseases, de­ 
clares Dr Henry A. Holle, state 
health officer. 
But 
it is estimated that in 
addition to these, at least one in 
IO in the general population is 
suffering from an emotional ill­ 
ness sufficiently disabling to in­ 
terfere with work and family life. 
Both severe and minor mental 
illness appear to stem from or­ 
ganic causes, psychological causes 
or a combination of the two. 
Much progress has been made 
in reducing the amount of mental 
illness due to organic disorders. 
At one time IO per cent of the 
mental hospital beds in the Soul i 
were occnupied by patients whose 
mental illness was due to pellagra 
Today, with improved understand­ 
ing of nutrition, such cases are 
almost unknown. 
Fifteen years 8go, a large num­ 
ber of mental hospital patients 
suffered from “general paresis. 
or central nervous system sy p h i­ 
lis. 
Today, due to strides made 
in* control and prevention of sy­ 
philis, less than two per cent of 
mental 
hospital 
admissions 
are 
patients with general paresis. 
Only since World W ar II have 
extensive efforts been made in 
prevention of mental illness due 
primarily to psychological factors. 
Much additional research is need­ 
ed here, as well as with organic 
factors. 
However, 
recent 
studies 
are 
building up increasing evidence 
that early childhood experiences 
are of vast significance in mental 
health. 
Children need consistent, 
warm mothering, especially during 
their first three years of life. And 
in our high-speed modern society, 
they need guidance in the home 
and in building healthy resistance 
handle their feelings effectively 
and in buidling healthy resistance 
to pressures of daily living. 
Just as attention is needed to 
building strong bodies in children 
so is attention needed to building 
sound minds.
